Sir Humphry Rolleston, in responding,

The Jast hundred years had seen the rise 
and results - of laboratory research in 
medicine. no. 

The present century wag the era of re-|' 
search juto functional disorger, of bio-~ 
chemistry, of the further stage of. physiolo- 
gical chemistry, of chemotherapy, and of 
comparative medicine and pathology... A 
remarkable feature ‘of quite recent years, 
dating mainly from the War and after, 
wrs the increasing share that the Govern- 
ment was. taking in the prevention and 
control of disease. ales 

In the past British Science and, medi- 
cine had been much indebted to inde- 
pendent individual _ effort, but with the: 
inereasing specialisation of knowledge 
combined effort or team-work was becom- 
ing more general, both in research and 
in ¢clinieal ,practice. In the case of re- 


‘earch this did’ not, mean. that the io- 


fluence ‘of the individual genius would 
be dwarfed, but rather that side-isstes, 
be worked out in duc, 
proportion. What the future might briog 
forth “in .the way of. State service and 
State-run ‘hospitals remained to he son, 
and though this consummation did: not 
appear to be devoutl wished for, it 
should be considered with an open mind.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO- 


‘ The methods of TAe Laaceé were not 
always so gentle. (Hear, hear.) ‘A hun- 
dred years ogo their profession was the 
victim of. many abuses, most of them com- 
mitted by members within its ova ranks. 
In those days the profession suffered from 
the vexation and intolerable, influence 
and tho shaifeful practice of nepotism— 
of governing’ 
methods of toa- 
chers.. and examiners. The profession, 
students .and practitioners alike, were 
under submission, even under subjection, 
In that age of unrest, when man h 
ceased to reverence authority The Lancet 
was started, and “Mr, Thomas Wakley,.its 
founder, lest no opportunity of attacking 
the existing abuses. Looking back, they 
had to acknowledge that’ Wakley’s conten- 
right, He 
fought against selfish interests, deeply 
entrenched, interests disdainful and neg-, 
lectful of the rights of others. The 
Lancet wta ‘noted for its integrity of 
thought, sobricty- of judgment, and ad- 
mirable' lucidity of expression. © 
Viseount, Burnham, on behalf of the 
Newspaper Press of this country, xvid 
he joined in toastin the famoug journal 
the centenary. of which they were cele. 
brating. They. were all equally proud of 
that high tradition, founded on, patriotic 
motives and technical efficiency, which had 
made The Lanest what it was—the gospel 
and literally the good tidings of ration~] 
health.
